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ASSISTANT CLERK: (Record vote read. See page 2040, Legis­
lative Journal.) The vote is 37 ayes, 7 nays, 3 excused
and not voting, 2 present and not voting, Mr. President.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The bill is declared passed on Final
Reading. The Clerk will now read LB 310 on Final Reading.

ASSISTANT CLERK: (Read LB 310 on Final Reading.)

SPEAKER MARVEL: All provisions of law having been complied
with, the question is, shall the bill pass? Those in favor 
vote aye, opposed vote no. LB 310 on Final Reading. Record 
the vote.

ASSISTANT CLERK: (Read record vote. See page 2041, Legis­
lative Journal.) The vote is 44 ayes, 0 nays, 3 excused and
not voting, 2 present and not voting, Mr. President.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The bill is declared passed on Final Reading.
The Clerk will now read on Final Reading LB 316E.

CLERK: Mr. President, I have a motion on the desk. Mr.
President, Senator Koch would move to return LB 316 to Select 
File for specific amendment. The amendment would read as 
follows: (Read.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The Chair recognizes Senator Koch.
